Hew the Boy from West Pennsylvania Got 
to the Top. 


Few men—even in this busy age—have led 
a more active life than Mr. Blaine. He was 
born in the village of Brownsville, in south- 
western Pennsylyonia., of # Seotch-Irish 
parents.

IT WAS A MEMORABLE DAY IN MACON 


Bloquent Exercises at the Academy—The

Macon, Ga., January 27.—(Special.)—The 
day of the burial of Associate Justice L. 
Q. C. Lamar, of the United States supreme 
court, will long be remembered in the city 
of Macon for its imposing ceremonies, great 
pageant and vast concourse of people. All 
the services connected with the funeral 
were appropriate to the life, character and 
record of the distinguished dead. The out- 
pouring of the people not only of Macon, but 
from all sections of the country, was a 
fitting tribute to the memory of one of the 
most eminent statesmen, gallant soldiers 
and able jurists of the American republic. 
All mourn his death as a nation’s loss. The 
sorrow over his demise is as wide as human- 
ity.

What Was the Disease? 


In answer to the question, “Did Mr. 
Blaine die of Bright’s disease?“ Dr. John- 
ston said: 

While there has been during the last sev- 
eral months evidences of chronic disease 
of the kidneys being in the form of what is 
commonly known as Bright’s disease, yet 
this was not the sole cause of death. 
There were other consecutive complications 
which tended to exhaust him, and to hasten 
the end. The relapses which he has had 
from time to time were due to heart ex- 
haustion, that is, feebleness and irregular- 
ity of the heart, accompanied by difficult 
breathing. During yesterday nothing ‘of 
importance occurred. Mr. Blaine simply 
lay there in a feeble condition taking but 
very little nourishment. Indeed he has 
taken but very little nourishment since his 
serious attack of em 18th, and this 
has consisted almost wholly of milk. At 
no time has he found any difficulty with his 
stomach, and he has been able to digest 
whatever food was given him. Through- 
out his long illness he has been able to rec- 
ognize members of his family and the phy- 
sicians. While he has not conversed to 
any extent, even with his family, for some 
time past, he has always been able to indi- 
eate his wants very clearly. To questions 
which have been asked him he has always 
replied intelligently, but in monosyllables.” 

Statement of the Physicians. 


The following is the official statement of 
— — physicians as to the cause of 
ea 2 
The beginning of Mr. Blaine's illness 
dates back some years. The earliest signs 
of ill health were associated with, and no 
doubt due to, a gouty tendency which man- 
ifested itself in subacute attacks of gout, 
disturbances of digestion and progressive 
innutrition, and anaemia. Subsequent 
events prove that at this time changes were 
going on in the arteries of the body, which 
resulted later in symptoms of obliter- 
ation of the vessels, and in chronic dis- 
ease of the kidneys. The attack of paral- 
in 1887 was connected with similar al- 
terations in the blood vessels of the brain. 
During the summer of 1892 evidences of 
‘failing bealth were more decided, and in 
November, after his return to Washington, 
his symptoms suddenly assumed an aggra- 
vated form. From this time, although 
there were periods of apparent improve- 
ment, he continued to grow worse from 


week to week. The symptoms were at first 


more directly connected with the kidneys, 
examinations of urine showed that there

THE LONG WATCH. 


How the Correspondents Have Waited for 
the End—The Chaplain’s Prayer. 
Washington, January $27.—(Special.)— 
The long watch is over. James G. Blaine 
is dead. For weeks, day and night, a de- 
tail of the newspaper correspondents in 
Washington have been on duty in front of 
the Blaine mansion to wire the news of 
his death. Almost every minute for five 
weeks these correspondents have expected 
the great republican statesman to breath his 
last. The evening papers of Washington 
have had accounts of his death ready in type 
every morning for weeks. Every momeut 

they have been ready to issue an extra. 

This morning when the “Plumed Knight” 
breathed his last The Star and News were 
on the streets within ten minutes. Each 
contained a full page of his life and a notice 
of his death. ö 

Mr. Blaine's life was marked by many 
changes. None was more noticeable, how- 
ever, than his relations with newspaper 
men. It was not so long ago when he was 
their champion and their pride, ever ready 
to help them and never without a smile 
or a kindly word for the humblest scribe 
who approached him. They all swore by 
him and invariably held him up as a model 
to other public men. No man was more 
accessible than he, and no man in public life 
that was esteemed so highly for favors 
granted and assistance rendered to news- 
paper men as Mr. Blaine. But this was 
years ago. He was then at the height of 
his brilliant career and so far had never 
known the bitterness of defeat. His career 
had been a succession of brilliant advances 
with no reverses worthy of the name. 

The change followed after his defeat in 
the election of 1884. It was gradual, but 
positive, and became most pronounced in 
1889 when he assumed for the second time 
the office of secretary of state. The cause 
of the change is unknown, except possibly 
to his most intimate friends and if any of 
them kuow it, they have kept it a profound 
secret. Some newspaper men have a theo- 
ry that it was the result of the publication 
of the celebrated Burchardism rum, Roman- 
ism and rebellion. It is assrted that Mr. 
Blaine attributed his defeat in 1884 to this 
incident of the campaign, and that he be- 
came imbued with the feeling that if it 
had not been published at the time, the re- 
sultof the election would have been different. 
Mr. Lewslley, a reporter on The World at 
the time, was credited with the responsibil- 
ity of the publication of this alliteration. 
He was present at Mr. Blaine's famous 
meeting with the minister, and he published 
the offensive sentence as a portion of Mr. 
Burchard’s speech. Mr. Blaine always 
contended that Mr. Burchard was mis- 
quoted but it is still an unsettled question 
as to whether he was or was not. At any 
rate, the mistake if it. was one, was com- 
mitted too lage in the campaign for cor- 
rection and the result is a matter of history. 

Regardless of the effect of this incident, 
the fact remains that Mr. Blaine was a 
changed man so far as the newspaper pro- 
fession is concerned, and it is safe to say

Then after brief and affecting speeches, 
Mr. Milliken, who represents Mr. Blaine’s 
old district, and Mr. Holman, who served 
many years with him in the house and who 
has always been his personal friend, the 
house, out of respect to the memory of the 
dead statesman, adjourned. 

Blaine’s Services in the House. 

The ravazes of time or the vicissitudes 
of political life, are strongly accentuated 
by the fact that the house, composed of 
332 members today there are but twelve 
members who served in the house with Mr. 
Blaine in the forty-tourth or prior congress- 
es. These are Messrs. Holman, O'Neil, of 
Pensylvania; Harmer, Hooker, Blount, 
Burrows, Springer, Forney, 
Bland, Heailerson, of Illinois, and Ketcham. 
The eldér members of the house have a 
fund of reminiscenses of the dead states- 
man. They refer to the memorable fight 
against the first force bill which was led by 
Randall, of Pennsylvania, and which en- 
deared that statesman to his democratic 
friends. But in tkat fight, says the repub- 
lican father of the house, O’Niell, of Penn- 
sylvania, who was antagonistic in the views 
taken by the speaker, Randall's efforts 
would not have been crowned with such 
success had it not been for Blaine. It was 
then when tne republican majority was a 
large one and filibustering by the demo- 
crats rampant that Speaker Blaine qnoted 
the old proverb that “you may lead a horse 
to water but you cannot make him drink,” 
Mr. Holman toucted on the same string 
with O’Niell, republican, by ascribing the 
defeat of the torce bill as much to Blaine 
as to Randall. “It was Blaine's great fair- 
ness as a man that permitted him to de- 
feat the force bill,” the Indiana statesman 
said. Blaine never left any man in the 
chair who was not a fai It was his 
fairness which permitted the democrats to 
filibuster the force bill of those days to

Had 
he only desired to be rich he might have 
become a millionaire many times over; 
yet he looked enviously up the — heights 
of politics and kept his eye fixed on the 
topmost peak. which he afterward so vainly 
essayed to climb. In those early congres- 
sional days he already numbered Anson P. 
Morrill, of Maine; Simon Cameron and 
Tom Scott among his warmest friends, 
who helped him to good fortune, some of 
it in the shape of government contracts, 
out of which he made a good deal of money. 
Yet the Camerons, and especially the griz- 
zled old head of the clan, were his bitter- 
est opponents when he aspi to the — 
idency in later years, and it was to Simon 
Cameron that he owed the first serious 
defeat he sustained in the national conven- 
tion of 1876. His great quarrel with

WHERE HIS FATHER LIES. 


The Monument Which Marks Judge Lamar's 
Resting Place. 

Milledgeville, Ga., January 27.—(Spe- 
cial. )}—There is no place in all the south 
where the death of Judge L. Q. C. Lamar 
is more sincerely Jamented than in this 
city, his old home. His death and iuter- 
ment today at Macon recall the quaint 
tomb that marks his father’s grave in the 
beautiful little cemetery here. It is obe- 
lisk shapes, about fifteen feet high, made of 
white rgia marble and has no decora- 
ttons of any kind. 

It was erected nearly a half century ago 
and on its dingy, weather-beaten side the 
following inscription is plainly carved: 
“Sacred to the memory of Lucius Q * 
Lamar, late judge of superior court of the 
Oemulgee circuit, who, during a brief serv- 
ice of five years, discharged the duties of 
that high office with probity, firmness, as- 
siduity and unquéstionable reparation. The 
devoted love of his family, the ardent at- 
tachment of his personal friends, the ad- 
miration of the bar and the universal ap- 
proval of his enlightened administration of 
justice attest the eminence of one arrested 
by death too early in the brigh useful 
career in which he had been placed by his 
native state. Born July 15, 1797. Died 
July 4, 1854.” a 

This is the oply obelisk of all the monu- 
ments here and is always visited by strang- 
ers in the city. It will be noticed that the 
father of the south’s distinguished dead 
was fudge of the superior court at only 
thirty-twe years of age.

But 
Blaine was not made in the mold which 
would be much impressed by that aspect of 
the defeat. To him the natural view of 
the catastrophe was not of shame that he 
had led the army to defeat, but that the army 
should be ashamed of having deserted the 
standard-bearer in the fight. He plunged 
again inte the delight of authorship, finished 
another volume of his congressional reminis- 
cences and then took a holiday in Europe. 
The country heard of the honors paid to him 
abroad, read of his coaching excursions with 
Andrew Carnegie in Scotland, and as it 
compared his pleasure with the worry his 
successful rival was undergoing in the 
white house, did not feel sure that Blaine 
had the worst ef the bargain. 

Air, Blaine's skill as a political strate- 
gist was as conspicuous in 1888 when the 
time for the assembliug of the national re- 
publican convention approached as at any 
period in his career. A less astute diplo- 
matist would have held his peace and waited 
fur the vindication which his nomination 
would have given him. Not so, Mr. 
Blaine. A carefully worded letter from 
Florence delicately felt the pulse of the 
party. His name, he said, would not be 
presented to the convention. Whether at 
that time of writing the letter Mr. Blaine 
had definitely decided not to be a @ndi- 


ful. To the outsider, knowing the ve 
natural ambition of the man, it appear 
that Mr. Blaine was modestely declining 
to hamper the party by his claims on its 
fealty, but was ready to accept the nomina- 
tion if he were urged. If the letter were 
really tentative its reception must have 
been unsatisfactory to Mr. Blaine. A sec- 
ond letter we stated the decision 
which the first left in doubt. He was evi- 
dently convinced that his strength in the 
party and in the country had not increased 
during his four years of retirement and he 
confined his former letter with an explic- 
itness and force it did not possess, as un- 
der other circumstances he could easily have 
so weakened it as to leave it possible for 
him to accept a nomination if it should be 
unanimously tendered. a 
The ardor with which Mr. Blaine ente 
ed on the campaign on his return home 
proved that he had no idea of abandoning 
the leadership of the party. Nor did the 
reception by the people wherever he went 
indicate any desire that he should do so. 
The old magnetism was still exercised and 
its power over his countrymen was undi- 
minished. None who witnessed that first 
meeting in New York, to which he drove 
from the steamer, could doubt the sinceri- 
ty of the popular enthusiasm, nor question 
in listening to the speech and the cheers 
it evoked, that the master hand which 
could sway the minds of an audience still 
retained its power. The physique was not 
so strong, nor the voice so clear, time had 
whitened the hair and bent the shoulders, 
but the old, fire and the old eloquence were 
not impaired. N 
The frepublican ‘victory of that year 
restored to Mr. Blaine the place of honor 
in the government, which he had cuitted 
seven years before on the death of Gar- 
field. In a country whose foreign relations 
are so circumscribed as those of the United 
States the department of state would not 
present to the mary mind many oppor- 
tunities for distinction, but Mr. Blaine 
has never been of the ordinary type. His 
conception of the Pan-American congress, 
and the skill yish which he executed his 
plan in spite of the formidable difficulties 
in his way, were the most brilliant proofs 
of statesmantzhip in his whole career. The 
merits of his project are not to be gauged 
e results of the congress. The ele- 
ments which he dwelt were too stub- 
born to be easiiy manipulated, That so 
much was accom, ish under the cir- 
cumstances, is a greater marvel than that 
the achievement was so small. The de- 
sign as outlined by Mr. Blaine was one of 
exalted beneficencve, brilliant in conception 
and capable of conferring inestimable 
benefits on all the people represented.

Nor have Mr. Blaine's trials been con- 
fined to his public life.

His eldest von, Walker, a 
young man of fine parts, who had given evi- 
dence of rare abilities and was apparently 
destined to a brilliant future, died two years 
ugv. Emmons, his second son, a bright 
business man, in manner and character 
closely résembling his father, also died sud- 
denly in the heyday of youth and prosperity. 
A third and crushing bereavement was the 
death of the eldcst daughter, Alice, who 
was married to Lieutenant Colonel John J. 
9 er. It followed closely on the death 
of her brother, Walker Blaine, whose - 
eral she wus attending when seized by fatal 
iliness. Of the three surviving children, 
the son, James G., made an unfortunate 

iage, the results of which have embit- 
tered the latter years of his father’s life. 
One of the * = Miss Margaret, is mar- 
ried to Mr. Walter rosch, the famous 
musical composer. The other, Miss Harriet,is 
unmarried. Mrs. Blaine is still an active 
and brilliant lady. She has been a devot- 
ed wife to the great statesman, whom she 
married forty-one years ago when both 
were school teachers in a country district 
with but little to indicate the prominent 
place they were destined to fill in the highest 
circles of the nation. 

If Mr. Blaine had been less engrossed 
in itical life he might have attained a 
high reputation as an author. The clear, 
terse English and the vivid descriptive pow- 
er which is seen in the one book he did find 
time to write, Twenty Years of Congress,” 
shows a literary power. of a high order. 
There is no work in existence that presents 
in so strong and exhaustive a manner the 
history of the period it covers. As an evi- 
dence of its wide popularity, it is said that 
it added no less than $200,000 to the bank 
account of its distinguished author. 


SOME PERSONAL TRAITS. 


How Mr. Blaine Feared Iliness—The Trip to 
Europe. . 

Mr. Blaine was a hypochondrinc all his 
life. Ever since his entrance into public 
life, he has-been affected with the most 
gloomy views concerning the state of his

The Trip to Europe. 

He kept well hidden from the public 
view after his defeat in that memorable 
campaign for two or three yeas, at his home 
in ine. During this period he became 
genuinely alarmed about the condition of 

s kidneys and the continued evidence that 
he was suffering from an incipient form of 
diabetes. He had an impending sense of 
illness and death when he went to Europe 
in the winter of 1888. There he consulted 
with celebrated specialists as to the progress 
which the disease was making. s trou- 
ble with his kidneys caused him to 
suffer from uraemic poisoning, which was a 
direct cause of the sinking spells which 
have startled the country with more and 
more frequency since that time. 
Blaine at this time was perhaps as much 
alarmed at the state of her husband's 
health as Mr. Blaine was himself, and as 
the time for the republican convention in 

8 came on, with its talk of the re-nomi- 
nation of Mr. Blaine, she, it is said by one 
who is very intimate with the Blaine fami- 
ly, dreaded a possible N of the long 
struggle and defeat of 1884, with all its 
scandalous features, and bitterly opposed 
in every way, the idea of her husband 
again becoming the candidate of his party 
for the presidency. And when Mr. laine 
was suffering from one of his periods of 
depression in Florence it was she, so this 
informant says, who inspired him to write 
that famous letter which, with its reitera- 
tion by cable, caused the republican party 
in convention assembled to turn away from 
its idol. From Florence Mr. Blaine went 
north to Edinburgh, and spent his time 
during the early months of the campaign of 
1888 in consulting the specialists. On his 
return to this country, in the 
early fall he agined his health 
was very much improved, he 
made a few speeches in the campaign, and 
decided once more after the election to 
enter official life in the capacity in which 
he had left it, as secretary of state. 

A Slight Stroke of Paralysis. 

For the first year of the Harrison admin- 
istration he enjoyed fairly good health, al- 
though there were still occasional recur- 
rences of acute diabetes and uraemic pois- 
oning which caused alarm. In the spring 
and summer of 91 he grew worse. He 
went to Bar Harbor, and there suffered a 


, siege which, at that time, everybody su 


posed would terminate his life. In addi- 
tion to the kidney trouble there is no 
doubt now that Mr. Blaine suffered a slight 
paralytic stroke which has been manifest 
since to his intimate friends jn the drooping 
of his right eye, the relaxation of the mus- 
cles of the face on the right side and the 
partial paralysis of the tongue which caused 
a very noticeable thickening of his speech. 
This was particularly marked because his 
enunciation in the old days, when his voice 


resounded in the halls af congress, was. 


clear, distinct and ringing, This paralytic 
stroke accounts for the fact that Mr. Blaine 
has not since that time made a public 
speech. The fact that he had this stroke 
has alaways been 2ealously denied by the 
Blaine family lest it might have an inju- 
rious effect upon his subsequent political 
career. but now there is no longer any 
need of concealment. 

The reports spread abroad during the 
Bar Harbor illness that Mr. Blaine was 
suffering from mental derangement had no 
foundation in fact; but were probably due 
to the reports which found their way out 
of the sick room that Mr. Blaine was deli- 
rious. The excess of uraemia in the blood 
produced poisoning which is always attend- 
ed with more or less delirium, and to this 
may be attributed perhaps all the stories 
which have found their way into print in 
the last. two years, concerning Mr. Blaine’s 
peculiar actions on different occasions, 
which have figured in gossip as evidences of 
mental weakness and decay. After Mr. 
Blaine’s return to this city from 
Bar Harbor in the winter and spring 
of last year it will be remem- 


on one or two occasions he suffered 

from sinking spells, twice being carried from 
the state department in a speechless condi- 
tion. These sinking spells are directly at- 
tributable to uraemic B ng ng the 
Blaine spent at

The Government’s Mistake. 

The government has not done its full 
duty by the world’s fair, and it has not 
done justice to the states whose citizens 
will have to foot the bill, so far as the 
appropriation for the exposition is con- 
cerned. 

In order to make the fair a complete 
success, exhibiting to the world a perfect 
epitome of our resources, provision should 
have been made for a government exhibit 
that would have included each state. 
Take the case of Georgia. She is one of 
the old thirteen, and the circumstances 
of her settlement under Oglethorpe will 
naturally cause every Englishman who 
visits the fair to look about for her dis- 
play. Unfortunately, we were unable, 
from constitutional reasons, to make an 
appropriation, and, consequently, must 
go unrepresented. We must pay our 
proportionate share of the money ex- 
pended by the government, and yet 
derive no benefit, While congress had the 
matter in hand, steps should have been 
taken to assure an exhibit from every 
state, instead of leaving the whole busi- 
ness dependent upon the voluntary action 


of the commonwealths. In all probability, 


Georgia will be the only state unrepre- 
vented, but,; under the bungling pro- 
gramme of the government, circumstances 
might have caused a third of the union 
to go without the slightest sign of an 
exhibit. 

It is too late to remedy the matter 
now, but it would have been comparative- 
ly easy, at a moderate expense, fur the 
government to have provided for à com- 
pact and symmetrical display of each 
state’s natural resources, products, etc., 
with collections of statistics that would 
have been of inestimable value. As it is, 
we have missed a great opportunity. 


The Vacant Judgeship. 

With few exceptions, the better class 
of newspapers, without regard to yarty 
lines, agree with The Constitution that 
President Harrison shoull not make an 
appointment to fill the vacancy on the 
supreme bench caused by the desth of 
Justice Lamar. 

The New York Evening Post discusses 
the matter very elaborately. It makes 
the point that Mr. Harrison has already 
filled three similar vacancies, and in each 
case acted with the utmost deliberation. 
He took six months in which to name 
Justice Bradley’s successor, although the 
court was in session and needed a full 
bench. There ſs no excuse for hasty 
action now, as the couft will shortly 
take its annual February recess, and will 
not meet again until after the expiration 
of the president’s term. As to the char- 
acter of the appointment, it goes without 
saying that the court should represent 
both parties and both sections. There 
are now only two democrats on the 
bench, against six republicans. The new 
appointee, therefore, should be a demo- 
crat. The east and west are now fully 
represented, with only one justice from 
the south—Harlan, of Kentucky. 

The Post declares that it would be un- 
fair for the outgoing president to fill the 
vacancy, and reminds Mr. Harrison of 
the scandalous conduct of John Adams as 
set forth in the following extract trom 
Schouler’s history: 

Adams showed his successor the grossest in- 
delicacy by the final appointments of his 
nearly expired term. All the offices under 
the new judiciary and District of Columbia 
acts, every executive vacancy upon which he 
could lay hands up to the last moment, 
filled for the advantage of his own party, and 
as to leave as little patronage as possibie to 
the incoming administration. Federalists, 
many of the implacable opponents of Jefferson 
and the republican (democratic) party, were 

lected; those for the leading places to hoid 

r life, and many others for periods longer 

the next presidential term. This execu- 

ve action conformed of course to the wishes 
the federalists in congress. A great num- 
of important nominations were sent to 

e senate March 2d, and confirmed in the 

osing hours of the session. 

At midnight of March 3d, when the term 

f the Adams administration lawfully ex- 
pired, the secretary of state and his clerk 
were found making out commissions by candle- 
light; and upon Marshall’s table lay a number 
of the documents the next morning, which 
bore the late president’s signature, but which 
the secretary had not had time to counter- 
sign. And the sunrise of March 4th saw the 
ex-president hastening out of the wooded capi- 
tal by carriage in no philosophical frame of 


mind; and, as a last affront to the incomin 
adininistration, commencing his — 


journey to Quincy on a day and at an hour 

which must have precluded the decent deco- 

rum of giving his personal attendance at the 
ceremonies of his official successor. 


Surely, Mr. Harrison can have no desire 
to bring upon himself such a verdict from 
the historian of the future.

How to Get Rich. 

In New York the other day, Mr. 
Erastus Wiman delivered a lecture on 
“How to Get Much.“ Mr. Wiman him- 
self is a rich man, and the ‘subject 
which he was engaged to discuss and ex- 
plain is of absorbing interest to all who 
take an interest in the grosser affairs 
of life. 

It might be supposed, therefore, that 
the lecturer was able to impart the 
secret of Wealth-getting to the vast multi- 
tude who are anxious to grow rich. But, 
in point of fact, Mr. Wiman had nothing 
new to say on the subject. His lecture 
emphasized the advice The Constitution 
has been giving to its younger readers 
from time to time: Stripped of its trim- 
mings and flourishes, the secret of grow- 
ing rich as set forth by Mr. Wiman is as 
old as the hills. “Take care of the pen- 
nies, and the pounds will take care of 
themselves 

In the nature of things, this must be 
so, and the young men of the country— 
those who are struggling along on large 
hopes and small incomes—ought to be 
abundantly .grateful that it ig so. What 
Mr. Wiman tells them has been told them 
by their fathers, and by the fathers of 
the young men of every generation since 
the human race was organized. It was 
an open secret at first, and will be an 
open secret to the last. Every young 
man ought to be glad that it is such a 
simple problem; that no competitor in 
the pursuit of riches has any the advan- 
tage of him; that plodding industry and 
patient industry places even the dull 
man on a level with the brightest intel- 
lects, so far as the accumulation of riches 
is concerned. 

If there had been any more to learn on 
the subject, it would have been learned 
long ago, but when a man, as accom- 
plished, and as brilliant as Mr. Wiman, 
comes before the public to say that the 
secret of wealth-getting is industry and 
economy, it may be taken for granted 
that there is no other secret. This was 
also the conclusion of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, perhaps the greatest thinker the re- 
public has produced. 

We say, therefore, that the young men 
of this generation, who are struggling for 
place and position, ought to find the in- 
formation that Mr. Wiman imparts in- 
finitely consoling. There is no shorter 


cut to wealth and success now than there 


was a thousand years ago. Wherever 
there is failure, it may be traced to some 
inherent weakness in the moral or in- 
tellectual structure of the individual. 

The lecture of Mr. Wiman is timely. 
There has been some confusion of late 
years in regard to the methods of gather- 
ing wealth. The whirling era of specula- 
tion through which the country has been 
staggering since the war has had a ten- 
dency to demoralize the minds and con- 
fuse the common sense of the younger 
generation. But the old maxim revived 
by Mr. Wiman is as true of those who 
are troubled with the fever of specula- 
tion as it is of those who stay quietly in 
the shady places. Any young man who 
reads the newspapers must know that a 
fortune made in one stroke or in a 
series of speculative strokes has no 
stability about it. The wings that brought 
it are always fluttering ready to bear it 
away. 

How many speculative fortunes can be 
pointed to at this time as an evidence 
that they have stability? We know of 
but one such fortune—that of Jay Gould— 
and that fortune was built up and ac 
cumulated with the same prudence, 
sagacity and foresight that are necessary 
in gathering any large body of wealth. 
Jay Gould brought to speculation the 
same genius that Napoleon carried to 
war, and the-result is the largest fortune 
ever accumulated in this country or in 
the world, perhaps, by one man in a 
comparatively brief lifetime. But in build- 
ing up his fortune with such rapidity, and 
by speculative methods, he failed to build 
up his own character. He failed to com- 
mend himself to the public conscience. 
It max be that he is harshly judged, but 
the judgment is of his own making, and 
it will stand. 

We need not trouble ourselves to any 
great extent about the evils of specula- 
tion. These work their own cure. The 
elaborate machinery that is seen at its 
best—which is its worst—in our money 
centers destroys all alike. The hands that 
guide it become its votaries and then its 
victims. Let not any young man be daz- 
zled or misled by the quick strokes of 
speculation. For every apparently suc- 
cessful man in speculation there are ten 
thousand woeful wrecks, and, sooner or 
later, even the successful ones fall vic- 
tims to their own chicauery. 

The events of every day and hour em- 
phasize the fact that the conditions of 
success in accumulating wealth, or in 
any other direction, are the same now 
that they have always been. Honesty, 
industry, economy and patience are at 
the bottom of it aj—the foundation and 
basis. In building up a fortune by slow 
degrees, a man builds up his character 


and time, and when lre dies he leaves as 
a heritage something more than an accu- 
mulation of property. 


The boast that few note holders have 
lost any money by the failure of national 
banks dies away to a whisper when refer- 
ence is made to the losses that have been 
sustained by depositors.

In the course 
of his speech the orator said: The republicans 
of the United States demand a man who 
knows that prosperity and resumption, when 
they come, must come together; that when 
they come they will come hand in hand through 
the golden harvest fields; hand in hand by the 
whirling spindles and the turning wheels; 
hand in hand past the open furnace doors; 
hand in hand by the flaming forges; hand in 
hand by the chimneys filled with eager fire— 
greeted and grasped by the countless sons 
of toil, * * * Gentlemen of the convention, 
in the name of the great republic, the only 
republic that ever existed upon this earth; in 
the name of all her defenders and of all 
her supporters; in the name of all her soldiers 
living, in the name of all her soldiers, 
dead upon the field of battle, and in the name 
of those who perished in the skeleton clutch 
of famine at Andersonville and Libby, whose 
sufferings he so vividly remembers, Iilinois— 
linois nominates the next president of this 
country, that prince of parliamentarians, that 
leader of leaders—James G. Blaine!“ The 
effect of this oration was magical, but it 
did not win the necessary votes.

be established in the house in which Presi- 
dent Davis resided during the war. This house 
having been given to the ladies by the city 
of Richmond, they ask the help of every man, 
woman and child in order that the entire 
south may share in the honor of erecting these 
two monuments. Each confederate state 
will de represented by a table bearing its 
name, shield and colors, and articles received 
will be given to the table which may be 
designated by the donor.” Mrs. Burton, as 
general chairman of the Georgia booth, will 
appoint another chairmaa: and a vice chair- 
man in this state, who will devote themselves 
to working up a creditable display for Geor- 
gia’s space in the bazaar, These officers will 
receive all contributions, whether in money 
or articles of use and beauty, and will for- 
ward them to Richmond through the express 
companies, which have generously offered to 


carry them free. It is to be hoped that the 


enterprise will awaken an enthusiastic re- 
sponse. Certainly, all Georgians will feel a 
pride in having their department of the ba- 
zaar under the management of the charming 
and accomplished lady who has so many 
friends and admirers in this region. 


A civil engineer is responsible for the fol- 
lowing: The day ‘s not far off when we will 
get heat and power without the intervention 
and assistance of fire, the solution will come 
when we get electricity direct from coal with- 
out the loss of any part of the wonderful en- 
ergy that there is in the fuel. I never knew 
fully the value of coal as a power producer 
uni I saw it exemplified on a recent trip 
across the Atlantic in the steamer Majestic 
The vessel carried 2,400 tons of coal—almost 
enough to give a half bushel to every family 
in St. Louis—and it used up 290 tons a day 
to maintain a a speed of twenty-three miles 
an hour. This seems like an awful amount of 
coal, doesn’t it? But the Majestic is a big 
boat 582 feet long, and it requires an expendi- 
ture of 18,000 horse-power to drive it at top 
speed through the water. Figure the thing out 
though, and you will see that one and one- 
half pounds of coal, which is less than a good 
handful, furnishes one-horse power for one 
hour, and one horse power represents the 
lifting to a height of one foot of 300 nundred 
pounds, so that your one and a half pounds 
of coal lifts 300 pounds one foot, and sustains 
it for one hour. Or take this illustration: It 
would require 100,000 galley slaves rowing 
night and day to earry the Majestic at a 
speed of twenty-three miles an hour. Dividing 
18,000 horse-power into 100,000 galley slaves, 
we find that over one and a half pounds of 
coal represents the work for one hour of about 
six rowers. Of course, there wouldn’t be room 
for the placing of more than 400 oars on the 
Majestic, and ten bushels of coal would do an 
equal amount of work, while the 100,000 gal- 
lev slaves, if They averaged 150 pounds 
each, would be five times as much as the 
1,740 tons of coal required by the Majestic 
for a six days’ trip.“

NEW YORK, January 27.—Though the offi- 
cial report from Liverpool could hardly be 
more discouraging to the holders of cotton 
in that market, it is evident that the spinners 
on the continent do not take quite so pessi- 
mistic a view of the situation, for while Eng- 
lish spinners have had forwarded to them 47,- 
000 bales, the actual exports are 15,000 bales, 
a remarkably large movement at this season 
of the year. Many private cables have been 
received emphasizing the depressed condition 
of the spot market and stating the official 
quotations. Though there is evidently an 
uneasy feeling, among the operatives at the 
failure of their leaders to arrange a settle- 
ment our late cables on this subject say: 
“Our Manchester correspondents report 
strongly expressed dissatisfaction at dele- 
gates’ non-settlement yesterday, intend to take 
ballot in a few days. As buying orders have 
come from that market late this afternoon, 
there appears to be more foundation for this 
report than could be found for the dispatches 
early in the week. Receipts at the interior 
towns, however, are the factor which have 
brought about the advance in the face of the 
foreign advices. They seem unlikely to ex- 
ceed 22,000 bales, against 26,000 bales last 
week and 36,000 bales last year. Estimates 
for New Orleans for tomorrow are 5,500 bales 
against 5,754 bales last week and 22,000 last 
year. Should the strike be settled and the 
movement continue on so small a scale an 
advance in prices is not unlikely, especially 
as on the recent decline a short interest must 
have accumulated. Late yesterday a cable 
was received from Bombay giving the receipts 
as 44,000 bales against 36,000 bales last year. 

Our market open steady on the d essing 
foreign advices, but the light movement 
brought buying orders to the commission 
houses and the market advanced 10 to 11 
oints above the lowest quotations touched. 

he advance comes as a surprise to the market 
and its permanence will depend upon the 
character of the advices from Liverpool. Re- 
ceipts promise to be light enough during the 
next month.

Later in the day, how- 
aver, owing to the light receipts at the inte- 
riors and the very small plantation movement, 
the market became quite active and firm, 
advancing about 10 points from the lowest 
of the day and holding the full advance until 
shortly before the close, when prices again 
eased 3@4 points on account of St. Louis re- 
ceipts being larger than was counted on. The 
receipts at ports and the interior movement 
will be respectively about 72,000 and 22,000. 
The plantation movement, however, owing 
to the large receipts from the interior towns, 
will not be in excess of 65.000, as against 
101.000 last year.

The Funeral Services of L. H. Muse Yesterday 
Morning. 

A very large number of the most promi- 
nent citizens of Atlanta gathered at the 
residence of Mr. George Muse, on Capitol 
avenue, to join in the sad rites of respect 
and love to the memory of one of the 
best men of the city. Dr. J. W. Lee read 


the opgning portion of the burial services.
